Vice President Coolidge and 
Secretary Weeks Among 
40,000 Spectators.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—The spec- 
tacle of 22 mud-smeared huskies 
battling over a great lump of mud 
that was a football, held a crowd 
of nearly 40,000 persons spellbound 
through three hours of biting, driv- 
ing rain when Army met Navy at 
the Polo Grounds today. 

It was, as the Navy cheering sec- 
tion insisted, Navy weather. And 
with their indicators set at “full 
speed ahead’’ the midshipmen from 
Annapolis plowed through the sticky 
sea to a 7—0O victory. Since 1890 
the Navy has won 12 times and the 
Army 11.

In a box on their right were Sec- 
retary of War Weeks and Mrs. 
Weeks, while on their left sat high 
military attaches of the foreign dele- 
gations to the armament confer- 
ence. 

The visitors, most of whom were 
witnessing their first American foot- 
ball game, included Gen. Lord Va- 
van of the British army, Viscount 
Marshal Higgins of the British Royal 
Air Forces; Gen. G. Vaccaria ond 
Col. V. de Bernezzo of the Italian 
General Staff; Major-Generals Tan- 
ak and Haraguchi of Japan, and 
Col. E. Requin of France.

It was conceded by some (Gistin- 
guished foreigners that there may 
be room in the,world for two rival 
organizations, one based on gentle- 
men’s agreements and the other on 
specific treaty obligations, since the 
United States declines to become a 
party to the latter, but expresses a 
willingness to promote the former. 

Discussed on Capital Hill. 

On Capital Hill the association of 
nations continued to be the chief 
topic of conversation among Sena- 
tors and Representatives. Democrats 
and Republicans alike commended 
the idea in unequivocal language. 
Some Democrats stated frankly that 
the United States should enter ‘the 
League of Nations instead of at- 
tempting to launch a new organiza- 
tion under another name but de- 
signed to accomplish the same end 
-—to preserve the peace of the world. 

Senator S:noot, Republican, 
Utah, doubtless expressed the se.ati- 
ment of many of his associates when 
he expressed his general approval of 
the Harding plan, adding that it 
would be based on a gentleman’s 
agreement, therefore constituting 
only a “moral” obligation and for 
that reason “not binding.”’ 

Unfortunately for Senators who 
may hold this view, it was made per- 
fectly clear at the White House that 
Mr. Harding considers a gentlemen's 
agreement as binding as a formal 
treaty signed, sealed, delivered and 
ratified by the Senate. 

Senators classed as irreconcilables 
during the Paris treaty fight, with 
|tew exceptions, refused to discuss 
the Harding plan. Senator Borah de- 
clined to comment but Senator Nor- 
ris of Nebraska, who also was a bit- 
ter irreconcilable, commended the 
plan.

During the negotiations “Mr. Da- 
vis’’ told the McGills that his office 
was in the Federal Reserve build- 
ing, and left a telephone number at 
which he could be reached. 

Telephon¢ Incident Recalled. 

The younger McGill said he had 
occasion to call “Mr. Davis”, and 
called the number. He was told, he 
said that there was no “Mr. Davis” 
in that office. 


The telephone was that of a bro- 
ker in the Federal Reserve Bank 
building with whom Halliday was 
acquainted. This broker later told 
Connell, of the Secret Service that 
he had received the inquiry for “Mr. 
Davis”, and had hung up the re- 
ceiver after informing the person 
calling that there was no “Mr. Da- 


vis”’ there. 
A few minutes later, the broker 
said, his stenographer told him 


Halliday had said to her that if there 
was a call for “Mr. Davis,” it was 
for him. 

Halliday came in shortly afrer, 

and the ee asked him what the 
procedure eant. He said Halliday 
told him that he had an opportunity 
to get rid of some grocery company 
stock, and did not want the purchas- 
er to know his real identity. 
McGill said that ‘“‘Mr. Davis” ap- 
peared in his office very shortly af- 
ter the telephone call, and that_he 
told him he had been unable to 
reach him by telephone. 

“Well, if they are not calling me 
to the phone, I want to know it,”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24. 
HE conference diminishes, but 
Tees not snuff out the corrider 
and dinner table gossip on mat- 
tere purely political.

This attitude toward 
the Presidency is not an affectation: 
it is genuine and it forms one of 
Harding’s most attractive qualities. 
He gives the impression sometimes 
that he is still wondering at the re- | 
markable turn of fortune that gave 
him the Republican’ nomination— 
gave him, as he said then, a full 
house on a three-card draw—and | 
landed him in the White House. It is 
recalled that Harding had almost to 
be forced into the race for the nomi- | 
mation and remained in the race with | 
a reluctance that vanished only te- 
ward the end. He distrusted his ewn 
powers. He was happy in the Sen- 
ate and had he consulted only his} 
own wishes he would have remained 
there indefinitely.

dous influence that Mrs. Harding Bas 
had upon his career, days 
of his early struggles to get the Ma- 
rion Star above the horizon down to 
the present moment.

RECRUITING BILL CAUSE 
USCUSGION IN FRANCE 


Measure Intended to Provide 
100,000 Men as Frame- 
work for Army. 


By the Associated Press 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—The Govern- 
ments recruiting bill to raise a nu- 
cleus of professional soldiers as the 
stabilizer of a smaller conscripted 
army under the 18 months’ service 
plan was filed today with the Army 
Commission of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties. This bill is still indefinite in 
its terms, but its advocates consider 
it capable of producing 100,600 men 
who will form the framework of a 
big army in case of general mobili- 
zation. 

The bill, coupled with Premiter 
Briand’s declaration at Washington 
of a reduction in the army, has re- 
nuch discussion among 
military men and parltamentartans. 

Tt is agreed that the country de- 
mands 18 months’ service, and this 
probably will be adopted. but there 
are wide differences of opinion as to 
what force France should maintain 
This doubtless will take a foremost 
place in the debates in the Cham- 
ber and Senate after M. Briand re- 
turns to Paris. 

Estimate of 170,000 Yearly. 

Eighteen months’ service, it is es- 
timated by the members of the army 
ecmmission of the Chamber, would 
maintain a force of a quarter of a 
million men.

DEMIAN BEDN! POET 


LAUREATE OF THE REDS 


Russian Writer 
Bolshevist Chieftains and 
the Army. 


Correspondence of theAssociated Presa 


Popular With 


MOSCOW, Nov. 1.—Demian Bedni, 
the poet laureate of the Kremlin, is 
far more of a popular favorite than 
Robert Bridges, the British poet 
laureate. Demain is his family 
name and Bedni means “‘the poor.” 
But he is far from being poor in the 
Senerally accepted sense. He has a 
g00d apartment at,the Kremlin, 
travels on special cars and enjoys 
great distinction. | 

He was well known as a poet be-. 
fore the revolution, but rides Pega- 
sus so skillfully under orders and is 
sO successful as a writer of opa- 
ganda verse and so good an tor 
that he has been very useful to 
Trotzky and other leaders. He fre- 
quently travels about with promin- 
ent Bolshevist ¢hieftains and ‘has 
found much favor with the red 
army, to which he reads his political 
verses. | 

Robust, Typical Russian. | 

Demian is a robust, typital Rus-' 
Sian of 40, who has great physical 
strength and personality and-is hot 
compelled to rely on eccentricities of 
dress Or manner to attract atten- 
tion. 

The revolution brought out a large 
crop of new poets and near-poets, 
who cast aside all the traditions of 
old Russian verse makers and an- 
nounced that art would throw off 
its shackles. They immediately 
scrapped Pushkin and the other old 
favorites of the Russian public. They 
went in for vers libre. But the pub- | 
lic failed to follow. It clung to 
Pushkin. | 

The imaginist poets have their 
own cafe. They call it “The Stall of 
Pegasus.” Long-haired bards with 
low-necked shirts and soulful eyes 
read their poetry there. But for- | 
eigners who don’t understand Rus-'| 
sian make up a majority of the’ 
audiences: Cherchenivitch and«Yes- | 
enyin are probably the best known : 
of this group. There is also a group | 
of proletarian poets headed by Alex- | 
andreffsky. 

Rhymeless Poetry Not a Success. 

But on the whole rhymeless, | 
rhythmless poetry hasn’t been a great | 
success and the average man insists , 
upon having jingles. He'’may be a 
communist or a Bolshevist in poli- | 
tics but in literature he clings to old 
writers and in art to old painters. 

Vereschagin and Repin still hold 
their own in the art galleries in spite 
of struggling artists who have tried 
to convince the public that it must 
abandon everything oid in order to 


j live up fully to the new freedom.

BECKER RULES ON 
OWNERS’ CERTIFICATE 
According to a recent ruling made 
by Secretary of State Charles WU. 
Becker at the request of Robert E. 
Lee secretary and manager of the | 
St. Louis Automobile Manufactur- | 
ers and Dealers’ Association, it will 
be impossible for the State to prose-_ 
cute @n owner of an an automobile | 
for failure of having a certificate of 
ownership until March 2. Secretary 
Becker’s reply to Lee's letter is a8 
follows: ‘The penalty for not hav- 
ing a certificate of ownership does 
not go into effect for four months 
after the taking effect of the law on 
Nov. 2. This means that we can pros- 
ecute no one for failure to have such 


certificate before March next. 
that time all the used cars now in 
the hands of the dealers will, no 
doubt, be disposed of and it 
against the law for a dealer or an’ 
| person to buy a car unless he is pro- 
| vided with a certificate of owner- | 
|ship by the seller, which certificate 
_of ownership shall be sent to this of- | 
fice and a new one issued 
buyer.” 
“The license registration part of | 
the new law does not go into effect | 
until Feb. 1, 1922. All ficenses un-

“Under the new law cars put on

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War Veteran Serves 


* Kor “Buddy” Whe Saven tae 
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HE pages of martial history sparkle 
with the reeord of heroic deeds per- 
formed by men for their “buddies” on 
the field of battle; but this story con- 
cerns devotion of another sort. It was 
a devotion that expressed itself, not in 
one flaming act of high daring, but in 
silent resolution to face dishonor and weary, dragging 
months in prison, for the sake of a man’s “buddy.” 
It is a story of how a man repaid, up to the very hilt, 
the friend who had saved his life. 

There is no difficulty about the facts in this case; 
they constitute a part of the records of the United 
States army. The ltast item in the record consists 
of 2 notation to the effect that Harry W. Haley, for- 
mer soldier in the United States and British armies, 
was released from Leavenworth prison a few weeks 
axo, after serviog five months of a six-months sen- 
tence for an act of desertion which he never com- 
mitted, although he had pleaded guilty to it. 

lizleyv'’s explanation is simple: The guilty man 
was his buddy. “He saved my life in Flanders,’ he 
suid “And, besides, he’s married now, and i'm not. 
Any man would do that much for his buddy, wouldn't 
he?” 

A tragic phase of the story, however, is the fact 
that Haley's sacrifice was useless. His friend wili 
have to take his medicine if he is caught. (Up to 
this writing he is at large.) An accidental circum- 
stance led to the discovery of Haley’s gallant im- 
posture, and so his sacrifice came to nothing. Noth- 
ing, that is, unless vou except the satisfaction that 
comes to a man from having performed so fine an 
act, and excepting, also, the numerons offers of money 
and work that have come to him since news of the 
episode went throveh. the country 

It all began in 1914, when Haley and Thomas G. 
Jones found themselves fellow “rookies” in a recruit 
company of the regular army, at Fort Slocum, N. Y. 
Miserv’s love of company, or whatever fellow feeling 
it is that makes “rookies” cleave to each other, as- 
serted itself in the case of Haley and Jones. They 
were buddies in a very short time. 

But Haley got into trouble. He was courtmartialed 
and discharged from the army in ‘isgrace. By that 
time war had been declared between Germany and the 
ailies, and Canada was calling for volunteers. Haley 
wanted action, ao he went across the border and en- 
listed. He liked the Canadian service, but there. was 
one thing he lacked—he wanted his*pal. So he wrote 
to Jones, and the latter promptly deserted from the 
American army, made his way to Canada and joined 
Haiev in the Canadian service. 

The buddies were destined to get action, and plenty 
of it. They reached France in 1915. They were at- 
tached to the machine-gun section, in a time when 
Gritain had few machine gunners and fewer machine 
guns it was a terrible story, a story of constant. 
agonizing, bitter endeavor io hold off a determined 
resourceful and better equipped enems In t%i7 the 
climax came for Jones and Haley. 

Haley was assizned to an advanced position. raked 
by constant enemy fire. The barrage swept across his 
redoubt. He was desperately wounded and cut off 
from aid by the barrage Jones learned of his friend's 
pathetic situation. Alone, at night, over zround 
lighted continuously by star shells. and whipped with 
bullets and shrapnel. he made his way to the place 
where Haley lay, now unconscious. He administered 
firat aid, then painfully, laboriously, he crawled back 
to his own lines, bearing bis inert buddy on bis back 
Haley 2zot well 

Both men survived the war. Before being evacu- 
ated home, they visited England, and there Jones 
met a giri He was married shortly afterward and 
the three--Jones, Mrs. Jones and Halev—axiled for 
Winnipeg

Last spring, however, he ran across his oid friend 
and savior. The latter was in a pathetic plight. His 
health had failed, and he was in constant fear that 
he would be identified as a deserter if he returned to 
the United States, where he had _  —*relatives and 
friends 

Haley turned this situation over in his own mind 
for a while. Then he confided his resolution to his 
“buddy” and the latter’s wife. Jones protested. He 
said he couldn't think of Haley making such a sacri- 
fice. Hailey scouted the other’s objections. He made 
Jones believe there was a good chance of getting 
cleared on the basis of his war service. and finally, 
with many tears on Mrs. Jones’ part, and a something 
in Jones’ eyes that could not be put into words, they 
said good-by to Haley. 

The latter proceeded directly to Fort Snelling, 
Minn., and swrrendered to the army commandant 
there as Thomas G. Jones, a deserter. He gave, ac- 
curately, the dates of Jones’ enlistment and desertion, 
and other facts which so0 quickly identified him as 
Jones that no suspicion attached to the case. The

Haley went about his duties at the prison quietly 
He was a good prisoner, although he had little tp 
say to officers or fellow prisoners. Five months of 
his sentence had been served, when an announe. 
ment was made that, harmless enough as it wag t 
others, came like a thunderclap to Haley, namely, 
that there was to be a genera! reclassification 
prisoners’ fingerprints. He knew that he would be 
immediately betrayed. He conjectured that, when his 
imposture was discovered, the blame probably would 
be laid on Jones. 
¢So, determined to shoulder the guilt himself. be 
sent for a barracks official and confessed the im. 
position. The officer was at first skeptical, bat, t 
make certain, he sent to Fort Slocum for the finger. 
prints of Haiey and Jones, made at the time of ther 
enlistment. The record quickiy verified Haley, 
statement. Here is the official report on this investi. 
gation. 

“It has been established by comparison of finger. 
print records on file in this office that the man whose 
fingerprint record is herewith is identical with Harry 
W. Haley, who enlisted Oct. 22, 1914, at Fort Slocum, 
N. Y. It appears from the records of this office that 
Harry W. Haley. Twenty-fifth Recruit Co., was wm 
leased from the Atlantic Branch, United States Dir 
ciplinary Barracks, Governors’ Island, New York, o 
April 27, i915, per expiration of sentence of general 
courtmartial published in general courtmartial @- 
ders. No. 1186, Eastern Department, dated Nev. if 
1914." 

The War Department was informed of the case is 
a letter from the commandant, Fort Leavenworth 
Sept. 19, who reported as follows 

“General prisoner Thomas G. Jones, registered No. 
22.102. formerly recruited Twenty-first Recruit Ca, 
D E M L (6,511,920), was received here from Fort 
Snelling, Minn, Aug. 5, 1921, to serve a sentence to 
suspended dishonorable discharge, total forfeiture 
and confinement for six months. His sentence & 
published in general courtmartial orders No. 100, HQ, 
Seventh Corps area, July 21, 1921. His term of com 
finement will expire without loss of good-condoct time, 
om Dec. 1, -1921.~ 

Accompanying this explanation of the prison offi 
cialis was the following sworn statement by Haley: 

“I am not the Thomas G. Jones who is committe 
to these barracks under above general courtmartial 
orders. | am Harry W. Haley, who enlisted in 1913 
or 1914 at Fort Slocum, N. Y.. and was assigned & 
the Seventeenth Infantry. I was dishonorably di 
charged the latter part of 1915. * * * 

“My reasons for serving the sentence of Thomas 6G. 
Jones are that in the World War, in France, Thomas 
(;. Jones saved my life on the battlefield. 1 subse 
quently encountered Jones in Canada. He Was fll 
and married. To pay my indebtedness for saving BY 
life | told him I would return to the United State, 
give myself up at the nearest post and pretend to &
